In every war such as the present one 
between Japan and Russia, it is evitable 
that a large number of place-names: inust 
spring into public notoriety whick' previous- 
ly were unknown entirely or else barely 
heard of at rare intervals, ‘This was. so in 
the South African War, which has made 
familiar words m Britain, and even in other 
parts of the world, names which would 
previously hare conveyed uo meaning, 
geographical or other, to the ordinary man. 
The Japanese in the wir now in progress 
are fighting on ground already made 
famous in'their struggle with China; but 
we doubt whether the newspaper-reading 
public had much recollection of the various 
names on the road from Seoul to the heart 
of Manchurian when.this new war broke 
out. It will not be devoid of interest to 
mention a few facts in connection with ft 
few of those places of which we ‘have been 
~ hearing not a little during the past week or 
so. f 
Two of the towns whose names have been 
on everyone's lips since ‘the Japanese 
“undertook their famous crossing of the Yalu 
are. Antung and Fenghwangcheng. The 
former of these should be a town witha 
future, for it is ove of the new treaty ports 
conceded by China to international” com- 
‘merce, Bituated on the west bank of the 
, Yalu ‘estuary, opposite but further seuth 
thau Wijy, Antung-hsien has about 20,000 
inhabitants. It has a fairly vigorous junk. 
trade with Shanghai and Chefoo, with which 
it exchanges beans, silk, etc., for cottons, 
kerosensoil, ete. Its buildings and godowns 
are substantial for China, and its bund is in 
good condition, It has tha disndvantage of 


being low-lying. The main road runs trom 
it to Fenghwangchong aud Moukden, but 
Antung is ulzo connected with Tatungkou 
and Takushan, and with Newchwang. 
Tatungkou, which is to be another treaty 
port, ia a. poor town of about 5,000 regolar 
it 
which should he of uso to the Japanese. 


inhabitants, but is 
Takushan is about fifty miles from Antung, 
and there transport facilities should 
help the Japanese, as the neighbouring 
villages are noted for their mnies and carts, 
A correspondent. of the Timex, to whom we 
aye indebted for many of our facts about this 
region, states that the Japanese have a splen- 
did name in the whole of this country which 
they held and governed in 1894-05, whereas 
the Cossacks, have made themselves un- 
pleasant in petty ways. This writer says :—~ 
“The Japancue, should they make, as they 
© vill, a base on the Yalu, will have much 
“Gn their favour, and: if the Russians are 
“badly defeated, any stragglers will not be 
© well treated by the country people.” This 
is perbaps borne gut by tho fact recorded in 
the Japuneze official despatches that ‘the’ 
Bussian refugees came out of hiding after 
the battle of the Yalu to surrender to the 
Japanere, 

Fenghwangcheng, which was to have 
formed one-of the points of the Russian 
second line: ef defence, but. is now in 
Japanese, hands, is ubout forty ailes dis- 
taut from Antuug, with which it is con- 
The 
Japanese captured. this town from the 
Chinese in Oetuber, 1894. The Fenghiwang 
or" Phenix” muuntain rises to the south 
of it, very abruptly. About 10,000 inhabi- 
tants live at Fenghwangchdug, the inner- 
most portion of which, including the yamen 
of the ‘laotai of the Eusteru Marches, is 
enclosed hy a wall of recent ‘date. Beyond

Whether the Russians will make a stand 
at Haicheng or whether they have actually 
fallen back on Moukden ulready, as was 
claimed! a fews days ago,is uncertain yet. 
After. the Japauese had’ taken Haicheng 
from the. Chinese in December, 1894, they 
were considerably. harrassed by the strong 
Chinese forees: under General Sune, “But 
the Russians, of course, are in a different 
position, fighting in a foreign country. The 
bill people are stated by the Times corre- 
spondent mentioned above to be independent 
and hardy Shantung men for the most part, 
with but few Manchus among them.

FIRE BADGES FOR, THE PRESS, 


Tho Municipal Board of Manils has adopted 
a resolution authorising the chief of tho fire 
department to issue fire lino badges to the 
newspapers, koth daily and weekly, uot more 
than two badges to each, paper, for the repire- 
sentatives of the papers to use in case of fire. 
These badges are to ba recognised by tho police 
and will entitle the wearers to admission within

VIEWS OF THE RUSSIAN GENERAL STAFF, 

The 8. Petorsburg correspondent of the 
Echo de Paris tolegraphs us follows:—* At 
the quarters of the General Staff it is bleieved 
that the Jopaneso, instead of following their 
right tacties, which would be to remain in 
Corea, to coucontrate and. fortify themsclves 
thore, will cross the Yalu, Butif they attempt 
simultaneous landings at Newchwany and 
Dalny they may have to pay dearly for that 
folly. According {o trustworthy information, 
the Japanese at present have only six divisions 
in Corea, which have hoen landed at Pusan, Chi- 
nompo, and Chemulpo. Their ‘total offective 
strength would, therefore, be rathor holow than 
above 80,000 men, each ‘division comprising 
12,000 to 14,000 mon, including infantry, cavalry, 
artillory, and engineers, According to in- 
formation given by Goueral Mishchouko; the 
wagon-traius snd artillery horses are very bad, 
Itis said at the Goneral Staff that during the 
hostilities betweon tho Europeans end Chinese 
in 1900 Gonoral Akihama, the officer in chargo 
of the Jupaneso lines of communication, suid 
that the Japanese had to send back 6,000 mon,

Mr. Dunn's suggestions about the adaptability: 
of the soil of the Now Territory for cotton- 
growing cvokes no particular interest among tho 
Chinese farmers, even when explained to thom 
folly in their own language. In-the opinion of 
Europeans here who have mado o study of tha 
agricultural capabilities of the country, the soil 
is too clayey for the purpose of cultivating the 
cotton-plant. Supposs it wore suitable, there is 
always tho drawhuck of the disinclination of tho 
Chinese country people te adopt now muthods in. 
their present employments or now departures 
altogether, the latter certainly being “more 
obnoxious than’ tho former in their eyos. Any 
attempt to introduce cotton-growing into the 
Territory will, according to local opinion, meet 
with about ds little suecess as that which 
attended the recent introduction of, a superior 
class of Malaysian sugar-cane into the country. 
As will be remembered, the formers looked 
upon the experiment with what might be 
termed good-humoured contempt ond modo 
no effort to profit by tho., well-moan- 
ing endeayours'of the British Government to 
improve the quality of their crops. If the 
cotton-growing experiment meet with any 
better fate it will he cause for wondorment. 

INDUSTRIES, - 

Tho compilation of the report dealing with 
New Territory induatries has not yet heen com- 
pleted. A feature of it when it docs appear 
should be the number of unsuspected industries 
that ave practised in that region. I havo already 
enumerated quite a Jot. Ono that has not been 
mentioned, howovor, is the pea-nut oil crushing 
industry. The pea-nats are ground into powder 
and undergo 5 process of pressure which causes 
‘the oil to exude intoa pan below, much in the 
same fashion as is employed in crushing liquid © 
sugar out of sugar-cany. Thon it ix purified 
and exported. There are several such ° mills 


} scattered over the country, notably one at Santin.

1 GENERAL DRAGOMIROFR’S 

ADVICE. 

eg ee 
THE REJECTED COUNSEL. 

A vory intoresting and significant piece of 
news was published ashort time ago. Genoral 
Dragomiroff, it is said, was summoned to the 
councils nt tho Russian capital after the 
draniatic events of the first. weok of hostilitios. 
and wax consulted upon the situation in the Far 
East. Ho is reported to have advised the 
evacuation of Port Arthur, both by the mivy 
and the army. in order that a greater disaster 


might be proventod; the fact that this adyice- 


rheuld huve been tendered by w man of such 
first-rate ubility as Drayom*. 
grave sign indeed, Althouga ie has arrived 
at a timo of life when he must ho considered 
past active work in tho ficld, Dragomiroff 
remains by far the most original thinker in the 


wak ua very 


Russian army, and one could name no other 
soldior wearing the Tsar's uniform with such 
keen perceptions or such an inborn genius for 
penetrating into the heart of a military 
question by the most direct road. It is not 
too much to say that the contributions of 
Dingomiroft to the military literature of the 
last quarter of a century aro the most valunble 
and refreshing products of his country ud his 
time in the study of the art of war. Anything 
that Dragomiroff thinks is worth heuring ; 
everything he says is certain to be expresved in 
the vory blantest and most: homely terms. He 
is always fresh, original, direct, and feurliss, 
and, thongh. he confossedly bases his ideas of 
war upon Suvarovian focties and moxims, ho is 
very far indeed from being a representative of 
the old school. and. there ‘is probably no othor 
officer of the Tsar's urmy more Widely read, 
more in touch with the latest theories, and more 
schooled in all the best traditions of tho past | 
masters of the art of war. 7 

Wo can quite believe. that the advice tonder- 
ed by tho General, accompanied as it apparently 
was by séme acid criticism upon the policy 
pursued by tho Tsar's Government in the Far 
East, has proved most unwelcome, and hag, in- 
deed, been “enorgetically ropudiated.” “The | 
question remains whethor the advice offered 
was good or Imad. If Dragomirodt was callod to 
council, it must be presumed that he was mado 
acquainted with the circumstances, so far as 
they were known in the Russian cupital ; and it 
is the fact of his advice having been given en 
conndissance de cause that so greatly in- 
creases its importance und adds to its signi- 


ficauco. He would have asked to be told the 
time for which Port Arthur was provisioned, 
the numbers of the. Russian tield army now 


‘payailable in the Far East, and the!number of 


the reinforcements. that could be brought up 
month by month. Without these facts in his 
possession he could have expressed no opinion 
atall. The advico ho is sail to have tendered 
is compatible with only one conclusion—namely, 
that, given the known strength of the Jupanese 
army and thd extreme limit of resistance of Port 
Arthur-to capturo by starvation, there was no 
reasonabie chauce of relioving the town -by the 
action of the fiold army within the requisite 
limits of time. It is no small thing thot he 
asks, and port of it is beyond tho’ power 
of Russia to accomplish. The ovacuation of 
Port Arthur by the army is still possible, 
though at’ any moment it may become 
impossible ; it entails the destruction of a 
vast quantity of atores, and probably of many 
guns and much ammunition; stil, as a mili- 
tary act, the .evucuation is feasible, But the 
navy cannot evacuate the position, not, at Jeast, 
without a suecessful action with a superior 
force, or by means of a nocturnal flitting, which 
would have little more than one chaunco in five 
of success. What Drayomiroff demands, there- 
fore, is the immolation of the Pacific squadron, 
whether at its moorings or in: battle, in order 
that it may no longer imposo upon Russia tho 
subsequont ‘loss of the garrison which remains 
to guard it, < 

There are probably few soldiers who have not 
asked themsclves what they would do in General 
Kuropatkin’s place, if confronted with the 
serious alternatives that present themselves. 
Provided Port Arthur is not provisioned on a 
scale, to enable it to stand a sioge until such 
moment us the relieving ummy can make sure of 
victory, thon the advice of Dragomiroff, appal- 


ling ay it must be for Russian prestige, in in 
truth the lesser of two evils. If the naval 
squadron cannot escape. and inust eventually 
become a wreck or a prize of Japanese victory, 
what is gained by leaving 20,000 men, with 
somo 250 heavy guns, to share in the disaster 
and increase the laurels of Japari ? eee 

There is. of course, a good deal to be said on 
the other side. The moral effect of the retreat 
of the garrison without firing a shot, and the 
destruction of ships, stores, and batteries, would 
find an echo which would reverberate through- 
out Asia and have incalculable consequences. 
By “standing fast the garrison world hope te 
eceupy and tie up a large part of the enemy’s 
armies, und so increase the chanecs for the army 
of succour, IJ¢ is also true that during the 
weeks that have elapsed sindo.the advice was 
given the military position of Russia has some- 
what improvel. Port Arthur may have becn 
better provisioned; and a considerable Russian 
army has feen concentrated in the Liao Valley, 
But, unless General Kuropatkiu is uble to 
withstand the coming onslaught of the enemy, 
the strategical problem remains unchanged, and 
the solution is only deferred. Atany moment 
the crisis: may. become acute. :

dense volumes of smoke were rising from the 
vessel; her stoke-hold hud caught fire As the 
vessel burned liquid fuel it was no use trying 
to put out the tire by water, but the hatebes 
pattened down kept the air away and the fire in 
check. H.M.S. Yelbot, which had been cruising 
outside since yesterday morning, happened to 
ho in the vicinity of the vesse: and rendered 
assistance, Tho tugs Mercury and Sunda wore 
despatch J from Tanjong Pager with appliances, 
and they smothered the fire by injecting steam 
into the stoke-hold. 

“The Voluée was towed into Keppel Harbour 
next day. After hor cargo of oil has been dis- 
charged she will be surveyed and docked.

The Upheaval in Far Cuthay. By Na Hino 
‘Swana, - Publishod at tho Shanghai Mercury 
Office. 
Tats isa novel the purpose of which obvious. 
ly is to describe the yearning for Reform ia | 
China and to give somo iden of tho difficulties 
and perils which-besot the path of the genuine 
Reformor.. The story is wovea round one 
Kum Tong, a. Reformer of the best type, whom 
tho Chinese authorities are anxious to got hold 
of, and to that ond omploy ar. attractive and in- 
telligent girl who has acquired fame as 4 postess, 
to allare him away from tho Foroign Settlement 
of Shanghai to facilitate his captu-e. He is so 
charmed by Sih Jin‘s conversation that he is 
ousily induced to visit hor at Soochow, but as 
she hears Kum Tong recilo tha syils of the 
administration and onuaciate his ideas of reform 
the girl dovelops a sympathy which ripons into 
affaction, and sho aids the Reformer to escape 
from tho trap she had propared for him. She 
herself subsequently rests under. tho suspicion 
of buing a rovolutionist, and is vexed by roal as 
well as superstitions fears. Iu hor distress she 
goes to the famous movastery at Hangchow to 
consult tho abbot, and in tho iaterview it 
transpires that she is the adopted daughter of 
the abbot and that Kum Tong ishisson, Sho 
qi told by tho priest that, instead of atoning for 


‘Joe sins by bocoming o nun, sho would only add 


to them, as if arrested for boing a revolutionist, 
all tho nuas in tho nunnery would havo to share 
her fate, for having given shelter to her, 
and 23 for himeolf, if hoe. wore known to 
be the father of a son who ia in rebsilion 
against the Son of Heaven, both himsolf 
and the hundreds of monks inhabiting the 
“monasteries who were his. disciples, would havo 
to lose their lives. In tho end she resolved to 
bring lack Kum Tong to China (he was at that 
lime in Nagasaki), make a olan breast of hor 
feolings towards him, ond then sharo Iiis fate. 
When Kum Tong como to soe hor, Shanghai 
was placarded with an offer of 10,000 taols 
reward for his person, alive or dead; and he 
entorod her honse at a momont whon en angry 
interviow had terminated botweon herself and 
tho emissary of the Government, whom Kum 
ultimately shoots.in the strest, the result boing 
that both Kum Tong'aud Sih Jin are. arrested, 
tried and sentenced in the Mized Court for dis- 
charging o firearm and causing grievous bodily 
harm, ‘When at the end of tho novel. the 
Reform movoment has triumphed Kum Tong 
and the pootess are of course released “so that 
their abilities might be availablo for tho good 
of mankind,” Tho story is interesting though 
disjoiated, but It shonld be read chiefly for the 
insight and information it supplies of the Re- 
form movements in Chink and the’ moans 
employed to squeloh them. A. very interesting 
chapter is. that which purports to give an 
account of a Congress of Chineso Reformers 
held at Nagasaki. Tho want of unauimity in 
objects and methods is clearly exposed, and the 
render gathora from it that in tho opinion of 
the majority reformation can only come through 
revolution. The hero of tho atery, however, is 
a Reformer of quite another stamp, and vigor- 
ously protests against marching through rapine 
to the goal of their ambition. What is pri- 
marily needed, he argues, is to diypel ignorance, 
and to dbolish dishonesty. 


The Russo-Japaneee War, Tokyo: Kinkodo 
Co. No. 1, : 

Tus is the first part of o fully illustrated 
‘record ‘of tha war now proceoding, which an 
onterprising ‘Tokyo firm intends to publish in 
monthly parts. If the work keaps up to the 
standard of its first number, it deserves all 
success. Published as itis in English ond at 
Tokyo, it isa real achievement for a Japanese 
firm. Tho illustrations, mostly . from photo- 
graphs, are ‘first-rate; the coloured plates are 
interesting ;and tho maps and plans are most 
useful. Tho letter-pross scems to have been 
carefully revised, though of course a few slips 
are wmnvoidable, seeing that the record is 
attempting to keep pace with the actual war, 
Wo must congratulate the prodacers heartily 
and wish them good sales, 


The Misrale of Three. By Fuonencr Wan- 
. DEN. isondon: George Boll & Sons. 
Wrirren in the authoress’s best atylo, this novel 
should attract « large measure of public notica 
among those who are alréady acdusinted with 
her works, as well as among others who are not, 
It is a fanciful plot around which the story is 
weaved. ‘ho tragic intensity of tho underlying 
narrative is relieved by a pretty love-atory. 
Those “Three” whose “misrale” inspires the 
title are young London bachelors who visit one 
of the outlying Channel Islands on holiday and 
meet with a strange adventurs which begets 
still stranger consequences, Those who know 
Florence Wardon ‘best by hor House on the 
Marsh will find in this most recent of her 
publications much of the powerfal writing that 
characterises the former, as well asa lightness:

Stella Fregelius: A Tale of Three Destinies 
By H. Riper Hacaarp. London and-Bom. 
bay: Longmans, Green & Co. 

THIs latest book of Mr: Rider Haggard is not

hig pen. Ther is little of tho weirdly adv-n- 
turous in it. Infact (as he admits in an apolo- 
getic preface), it is u distinct departure from, 
the fictional eld that bo his hitherto trodden.
